fierce combat we managed to have the 
mastheads of all the ships trimmed 
with Christmas green, even 
though 
the sailors had to risk their lives ta 
going ashore to get them, and you 
may be assured the sentiment of the 
day was not wasted. 
“Last year Santa Claus followed our 
fieet of 16 vessels. He anticipated our 
12.000-mile voyage and furnished us in

Christmas packages. This is always a 
gala occasion. 
Not a man on board 
would dare ignore the instruction any 
more than he would think of disobey­ 
ing his superior officer. It has become 
custom through years of faithful ob­ 
servance. Always a bottle of wine is 
broken in christening these tokens 
from the loved ones at home. 
“If I hadn’t been a lieutenant myself

“No nation provides more plentiful­ 
ly for the Christmas cheer of IU sail­ 
ors than does Uncle Sam.

The 
men 
are

in 
messes of 20 at 12 a’clock and each 
man is allowed one snifter of grog as 
an appetizer, in celebration of the oc­ 
casion. 
“The officers dine at six o’clock.

the holiday at sea, are guests of the 
commanding officer.”

4. A county board of education, 
by and with the consent of the coun­ 
ty superintendent, would have to ad­ 
m inister the assignment of teachers. 
The teacher on the permanen. list 
would know definitely that he would 
have a school to teach. He could be 
shifted from one part of the country 
to another if necessary, but his sal­ 
ary could not be cut, nor could he be 
dismissed except for cause. 
5. 
If -the teacher felt his remov­ 
al was unjust, he should be given 
a hearing before a court of record, 
and a jury could then decide wheth­ 
er or not his case fell within the 
limits for 
which 
teachers can 
be 
discharged. 
A statute constructed along these 
lines would do more to permanently 


benefit the teachers of Oklahoma than 
a IOO per cent increase of salary.

Under the 
present system the teacher has no 
security whatever of his position and 
his is one of ^hs features which the 
association will strive to eliminate.

university today, endorsed by

body an i given to the public today. 
The report sha ters completely, al­ 
most contemptuously, the American 
explorer s title to such discovery and 
fills the officials a n i people of Den­ 
mark with chagrin at the figure Den­ 
mark is made to assume in the eyes 
of the scientific world. The public 
was prepared for a verdict of “not 
proven” bu, did not expect its recent 
aero to be branded as an impostor. 
Many s ill cling to the 
belief 
that 
Cook acted in good faith, but har­ 
bored a delusion. 
Explorers

Cook’s honesty, 
while

warmest supporters, Knud Rasmus 
sen, helped 
fram e the report. The 
evening papers attack Cook and se­ 
verely reproach him for hiding, which 
they regard as a sign of a guilty con­ 
science.

Salomonson, wdien questioned as to 
the possibility of the university can­

A Sad Event 
Prof. Olufsen, secretary of the Dan­ 
ish geographical society, said.

But as to the reason for the selection of 
December 2o as Christmas day, first arrived at 
by the Hippolytes. there is much difference of

It is held by some that the German 
name of the festival “VVeihnacht.” is a literal 
translation of the Hebrew “Chanuka,” the 
Jewish festival of the purification of the 
temple by Judas Maccabeus, which begins on 
December 17, and that as the Passover and 
Pentecost were perpetuated 
in 
Easter 
and 
^Whitsuntide, so the festival of the Purification 
Aas been preserved in Christmastide and the 
practice of burning candles on the Christmas 
*rees has come from the old Hebrew feast. 
Early Festivals. 
\ 
But the Purification can hardly be num- 
beiw 
ike greater and important festi­ 
vals of the Hebrews and, as Scbaff says, there 
is really no Old Testament feast correspond­ 
ing to our Christmas. The weight of opinion 
as to the time of year chosen by the Chris­ 
tian church in the west lies in another and 
entirely different solution of the question and 
links the Christian observance to the ancient 
practice of the heathen world. 
It must be remembered in this connection 
th at the particular date was first fixed upon 
by the Roman branch of the cfhurch, and at 
that season of the year a series of pagan fes­ 
tivals occurred which were closely interwoven 
with the civil and social life of the Roman 
people. 
These festivals had an import which 
lent itself to the growth 
of 
the 
Christian 
faith, and 
they may have been spiritually 
adopted by the church in order to counteract 
their evil tendencies and at the same time ad­ 
vance the cause of the new religion. 
The Saturnalia, for Instance, represented 
the peaceful times of the golden age and abol­ 
ished sharp distinctions between citizen and 
serf. 
But it was a time of wild and unholy 
revelry. Then the Brumalia—the feast of the 
shortest day, or winter solstice—was the com­ 
memoration of the birthday of the new sun 
about to return to the earth. It was the “dies 
natalis Invicti Solis” In the old mythology of 
the sun worshipers it was the birthday of 
Methras himself, and, in fact, the time of year 
when from unnumbered ages before the Chris- 


religion. 
These to us imperfect an 
conceptions of the Di­ 
vine may have been the 
rude but honest efforts 
of the earlier days of the 
human race to group the 
idea of a God-man which 
has been made so real 
and so full of joy to us 
in the Nativity and the 
Epiphany of the Christ. 
In this sense the early 
church may have been 
wiser than she wot of. 
Her aim was to select 
the best features of the 
heathen feasts and em­ 
body them for their puri­ 
fication 
in 
Christian 
practices 
and 
sacred 
rites and to wean the 
converts from their old 
superstitions 
to 
the 
deeper and more real 
truths of the Christian 
faith. 
But in so doing she 
may have been the un­ 
conscious instrument of 
a divinely guided evolu­ 
tion in religious practice 
and belief which has en­ 
nobled and enriched the 
world. 
The symbolism 
of our Christmas to-day 
certainly lends itself in 
many ways to this point 
of view. In the greenery 
with w’hich we deck our 
houses and churches and

The Story Christmas Tells. 
The Christian religion is not merely some­ 
thing built over the old ethnic religions as the 
church of St. Maria Sopra Minerva in Rome Is 
built over the ruins of the oid heathen temple 
of Minerva, or as the grove sacred to Adonis 
was planted by the order of the Emperor Had­ 
rian over “the cave close to the village" which 
is now honored as the scene of the Saviour’s 
birth. 
It had a larger and a deeper meaning. 
Christmas tells the story of a gradual but 
complete unfolding of the divine idea of relig­ 
ion as seen in the Christ Child, of its worship 
and its merry-making in its at once sacred 
and social feast. 
The story is told simply but graphically by 
two of the four evangelists. St. Mark’s gospel 
begins with the baptism of the Christ, so log­ 
ically be had no need to tell the story of his 
birth and boyhood.

Faithful). 
It is the anthem sung at high mass at Christ­ 
mastide for centuries past, calling Christ's worshipers to 
Bethlehem, where the new-born Savior lies. 
This naive and beautiful Latin anthem is more ancient 
than its history, and goes back six or seven centuries. 
Saint Bona Ventura, an Italian monk of the thirteenth cen­ 
tury, who died in Lyons, France, in 1274, is credited with 
the authorship of the beginning: 


Adeste fideles, 
Laeti triumphantes, 
Venlte, Venite in Bethlehem. 
Natural videte, Regem angelorum. 
Venite adorrmus, 
Venite adoremus, 
Venite adoremus Dominum. 


Oh, come all ye faithful, 
Joyful and triumphant, 
Oh, come ye, oh, come ye to Bethlehem. 
See the new-born Saviour, king of all the angels. 
Oh, come let us adore him, 
Oh, come let us adore him, 
Oh, come let us adore him, Christ, our Lord. 
Saint Bona Ventura was a Francises' scholastic philos­ 


opher, and was surnamed "Doctor Seraphims.” 
His pre­ 
served writings are of a dogmatic or didactic nature ex­ 
clusively, and this hymn is not to be found among them. 
Doubtless it is to be referred to the seraphic side of his 
genius and temperament. 
Its classic Latin cadences are 
of such lyric felicity that one cannot help but believe 
they were written to the noble and touching melody on 
whose wings they have floated to our time. Surely this Is 
not too fantastic a suggestion, when It is remembered that 
the original Greek music of Hie Delphic hymn to Apollo 
is preserved intact, and that certain familiar phrases o# 
the Gregorian chant, aged to-day in the Roman mass, are 
identified by Hebrew historians as the same which were 
sung in Solomon’s temple many centuries before the time 
of Christ. 
The hymn “Adeste Fideles” is not known to have been 
used in England earlier than the seventeenth century. 
Tho musical setting, as we have it in modem notation, la 
ascribed by Novello to one John Reading, who was 
organist at Winchester cathedral from 1675 to 1681, and 
later at Winchester college. 
Its real origin is lost in the 
mists of antiquity which probably far antedates the middle 
ages and the Latin verses to which it has been insep­ 
arably wedded. 
Word-language reac hes but the one people or race to 
whom it is directly addressed. But the language of music 
is univei sal—it »s "understanded of the people” Instantly 
all the wide world over— it needs not to be written in 
choice Latin nor translated into many tongues—it Is 
caught up from tLe heart and echoes on forever. That is 
why the 1 Adeste Fideles” has become the Christmas 
hymn of all the world.
